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INTRODUCTION 


The Catalogue of Films and Videos in the British Medical Association Library contains 
detailed analytical entries for the Library's collection of more than 2,000 titles. It is complete 
as of September 1992 and includes all the winning titles taken into stock following the 1992 
BMA Film & Video Competition. It is the first time that we have produced a comprehensive 
listing of one of Europe's leading specialist film and video collections. The subject coverage 
embraces most areas of medicine and health, and although most titles are of recent vintage the 
archive collection includes many unique films from the 1920s and 30s. 


The Catalogue is designed to serve two purposes. Its most general application is as an 
authoritative guide to high quality productions for use in medical and health education. 
Almost every title has been added to stock only after undergoing a rigorous process of peer 
review by a practitioner active in a relevant field of health or medicine. This review process 
operates under the aegis of the BMA Board of Science and Education. Titles are judged on 
eleven specific criteria, and none is added to stock unless it can be warranted as suitable for 
its intended audience, of some cinematic merit and, above all, clinically accurate, up-to-date 
and thorough regarding its information content. Some of the archive collections, notably the 
British Medical Television archive, have not been subject to peer review, and have been taken 
into stock primarily for their historical interest. 


The second function of this volume is to act as a detailed guide to the BMA's film and video 
collections. The BMA Library is very much a working library, and these collections are used 
intensively: borrowed free of charge by individual BMA members and by member libraries, 
used as footage by film researchers, and previewed by visitors. This new catalogue will 
provide users and potential users with synopses, plus detailed information about each title's 
subject content, target audiences and provenance. 


The organisation of the catalogue is straightforward. The main sequence is an alphabetical 
listing by title and a comprehensive filmographic record is provided for each item. This 
includes a detailed synopsis, target audiences, producer, copyright holder, format, status 
(current or archive), format and length. Where one tape contains several programmes, each 
is provided with a complete analytical entry. The title catalogue is supported by a 
comprehensive subject index, using the broad subject terms listed on page x . Within each 
subject heading, relevant titles are listed together with an indication of their physical format.

The BMA Film & Video Collections 


The British Medical Association has been involved in the use of film in medical education 
since 1946, and has played an important role in improving the professional and technical 
standards of films produced for use in medical education. In the early 1950s the Association 
established a library of medical films which were given the BMA’s seal of approval 
following a thorough process of peer review. As well as contemporary films donated from 
a number of sources, the film library acquired an outstanding historical collection when the 
Royal Society of Medicine donated its archive of 161 films. In 1957 an annual film 
competition was established with the twin aims of promoting excellence in medical 
film-making and of providing a source of high-quality programmes to be added to the 
collection. 


During the film library’s forty years’ existence many obvious changes have taken place. 
Video has replaced film as the dominant distribution medium; the scope of the collection 
has been broadened to include general health education and programmes made for nurses 
and other groups in the professions allied to medicine; television has raised awareness of 
the power and utility of moving pictures in education. 


Essentially, though, the film library’s original aims and objectives remain unchanged. The 
annual Film & Video Competition has developed into a major international event attracting 
over 200 titles, and through the Competition and other means the BMA devotes consider- 
able resources to the encouragement of excellence in medical film-making and to the 
promotion of the use of high-quality programmes in medical and health education. All 
potential additions to stock are put through a rigorous process of evaluation by volunteer 
reviewers active in the appropriate field of medicine or experienced in providing health 
education for the target audience. In this process, the BMA’s own experts are joined by 
nominees from other professional bodies such as the Royal Colleges of Nursing and 
Midwives, and the British Dental Association. Programmes in the Core collection are 
periodically re-reviewed to ensure that outdated titles are transferred to the archive. 


In 1989 the BMA Library assumed responsibility for both the film and video collections 
and the annual Competition. The film and video services are now integrated into the general 
library and information services provided for BMA members and for the 550 medical 
libraries belonging to the Institutional Membership scheme. The number of Core videos 
has increased ten-fold since 1989, and the volume of loans has also increased dramatically 
- encouraged perhaps by the abolition of loan charges. Core videos are currently used very 
intensively: an average of four loans per title per year, with some programmes being in 
almost constant use throughout the year. The fragile film stock has been transferred to 
newly converted air-conditioned storage, and a start has been made in transferring the oldest 
titles onto video.

Early in 1993, the BMA was designated as an official television archive, and is now able 
to record and retain permanently virtually all health-related programmes shown on broad- 
cast or cable television. The television archive will form an increasingly important part of 
our video collections and will, with some restrictions, be available for loan to members.
